Fdmond Beall, the “Stork Mayor’ of 
Alton, whose hand was shaken the 
other day by. President Roosevelt in 
Satisfaction at his v.ews of race suicide, 
telegraphed the New York World 
Thursday as follows, in reply to a 
statemert made by Mrs. S. M. Cory, a 
New York society woman, before the 
Society for Political Study that “the 
better class of people in New York can- 
not afford large families because they 
have to pay too’much in taxes to sup- 
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port the large familles of the thought- 


less poor:” 


“Certainly the tax rate is not so 
high in New York because of the chil- 
dren of the poor and thoughtless as to 
pnporer san those who own property. 

“I think Mrs. Cory’s diagnosis of 
the cause of race suicide among the 
better classes is wrong. 

“A selfish disinclination of the tax- 
paying, society-going better class to 
assume the responsibility of parent- 
hood ts a beiter explanation of the 
scarcity of large families in this class 

“Perhaps the better class would be 
happier if they were capable of less 
thought. 

“According to Mrs. Cory, the we!l-to- 
do class of New York will soon die out 
and leave in place of their extinct race 
a people of thoughtlessness. Then who 
wil pay the taxes to:take care of them? 

“Less indulgence in society, more in- 

terest In home and a little more play 
noes | ache to the indulgence in the na- 
tur ire of almost every good wom- 
an to become a mother, before she be- 
comes so absorbed in social gayeties as 
to rvert her natural! Instincts, is the 
antidote for race suicide. 
“Mrs. Cory'’s explanation of no chil- 
dren in the homes of the better class 
is trivial and condones the rei of 
money against the happiness o the 
home.’’

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—Former Gov. 
Odell, on the stand before the Insurance 
investigating Committee today, ve- 
hementiy denied that he had forced the 
payment of 3/0, to himseif by the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society, by 
threatening to pass legislation restrict- 
ive upon the Mercantile Trust Co., as 
charged by James Hazen Hyde. 

“That statement is not true, so help 
me God,” he cried when the question 
was put to him. 

Senator Chauncey Depew, whom it is 
said was re-elected to the Senate 
through the purchased influence of 
Odell, according to a story told Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, the $75,000 paid by the 
Equitable having been the purchase 
price, was also on the stand and denied 
Hiyde’s statements in a general way. 

Justice Ransome, the other wit:ess 
before the committee, tried to exonerate 
George H. Squire, who was trustee of 
one of the Equitable yellow dog funds. 


Odell Admita Getting $75,000. 


Gov, Odell admitted getting the $75,090 
of Equitable to recoup him for losses in 
ihe Shipbuilding Tryst, and that he sug- 
gested killing th® Ambler Trust anu in- 
surance regulation bill in the Legisla- 
ture, but denied the payment of the 
$73,000 had anything to do with it. 

The witness suid he knew nothing of 
the efforts of the Insurance companies 
to prevent inimical legislation and knew 
of A, C. Fie'ds’ activity in that direc- 
tien only by hearsay. He did not know 
Andrew Hamilton. He said no moneys 
liad ever been placed in his hands di- 
rectly or indirectly for political pur- 
poses or otherwise to influence lezisia- 
iion. His was not the only shipbuilding 
suit settled, said Mr. Odell. The Unter- 
myer suit was sett'ed and so were 
vthers. He felt that his claims were 
just. 


Explains Ambler Bill. 


Gov. Odell was asked to tell precise- 
ly the facts about the introduction of 
ihe Ambler bill. He replied: 

“Why, I had prepared the introduction 
of that bill and brought the whole ship- 
building case before Mr. Jerome, the 
District Attorney of IWew York, and 
stated that he had better look into it 
and see whether there was anything 
connected with or anything in connec- 
tion with the scandal which’ should not 
be investigated by his office. 

“He had the case for some time and he 
said to me after several weeks that he 
had gone into it very carefully and had 
come to the conclusion that there were 
no grounds for criminal prosecution. 

“In the meantime, such conce.ns as 
the Fire Co., and the Whiting aPper 
Co., and American Bicycle Trust and 
some fourteen or fifteen others had 
been mentioned as having been cither 
projected by Alexander and Breen and 
presumably with the approval and sup- 
port of the Mercantile Trust, all of 
which had been failures, and it was sug- 
gested that something ought to be done 
to stop that, and in taiking over the 
matter in conference with people who 
came In, it was decided that some legis- 
lation—some remedial lezislation—could 
be formulated and would prevent the 
unloading upon the public of these se- 
curities, among others, those which I 
have mentioned. 

“In the meantime, the papers had 
taken entirely different and antagon‘stic 
views of the matter, Whether they had 
been inspired or not I do not know, but 
there was more or less talk about it 
being a measure to get even with some- 
body; and then when Senator Ambler 
came in to see me and talked with me 
about it, I said to him that under the 
circumstances he had better let the 
whole thing drop.”

Breaks Club On One’s Head. 


The police scored heavily on the rob 
bers through the good work of Patrol- 
man Albert Heimholdt, who capturcd 
Ralph Bell and Charles Henry at Cali- 
fornia and Park avenues, after they 
had robbed Henry Lindhoff and were 
running away. Single-handed, he made 
them prisoners, after a fight in which 
he broke his club over Bell’s head. Bell 
is now in City Hospital and Henry con- 
fessed his part In the affair Thursday 
at Soulard Street Station, saying that 
Bell, who is said by the police to be a 
former Workhouse prisoner, urged him 
to the crime. 

Two men passed while Lindhoff was 
heing robbed, according to the police 
report on the case, and. the robbers, 
standing chummily near him and hold- 
‘ng a revolver near his heart, compelled 
~m to joke with them as the strangers 
went by. 

Lindhoff left his home at 2722 Eads 
ivenue at 9:10 p. m. Wednesday to go 
oa sotnoen to vet a pitcher of beer. 

As Lindhoff walked north on the west 
side of Ohio avenue, two men ap- 
proached from the opposite direction. 

They met him directly under a street 
jamp, at the entrance to an ally. 
If they had planned the g>bbery in a 
spirit of bravado, they could not have 
selected a more conspicuous place. The 
light was burning brightly, and the 
spot where they intercepted Lindhoff 
was overlooked by windows of a res- 
dence and was in plain sight from two 
blocks in elther direction on Ohio ave- 
nue, where there are no shade trees to 
obstruct the view. 

The men had almost passed Lindhof 
when they wheeled about and ordcred 
him to hold up his hands. One of the 
highwaymen leveled a revolver at him 
while the other went through his pock- 
ets and wrenched from his shirt front an 
opal stud. A watch, $4 and two knives 
were taken from his pockets. 

While he was being searched, Lindhoff 
stood with his arms stretched upward 
at full length, holding the glass pitcher 
in his right hand. 

After robbing him, one of the men, 
afterwards identified as Bell, preszed 
the revolver close against Lindhoff’s 
side. 

“Come with us,” he said. 

The purpose of the highwaymen, Lind- 
hoff thinks, was to lead him to a dark 
‘place and beat him into unconsciousness 
or leave him tn. such a position that he 
could not tel] which way they went. 

Took Desperate Chance. 

With the muzzle of the revolver 
pressed against his byeast, Lindhoff 
walked north with the highwayren. 
According to the police report, prepar¢é 
after his first Statement, two men ap-

proached from the north on the same 
side of the street, just after Lindhoff 
had been searched, suggesting a reason 
for the robbers’ desire to take him to 
a less conspicuous place. 


After walking 50 feet with the rob- 
bers, Lindhoff decided to take a des- 
perate chance. He brought the heavy 
glass pitcher down on the head of the 
man with the revolver, and at the same 
time jumped behind a telegraph pole. 
The highwayman shot at him, but 
missed him. . 

The men fled across a vacant lot, run- 


ning northwest toward California and} 


St. Vincent avenues. 


Policeman Albert Helmholt, standing 
near the corner of Park and Nebraska 
avenues, heard the robber’s shot and 
hurried in the direction of the sound. 
At California and Park avenues he saw 
two men running. Both were breathing 
hard. 


The policeman, with his revolver 
drawn, followed them, shouting to them 
to stop. They halted at California av: 
enue and Rutger street, and Helmholt 
arrested them. The smaller of the men 
resisted, and the policeman hit him over 
the head, breaking his club. 

The men gave their names as Ralph 
Bell of 1707 Papin street and Charles 
Henry of 2215 Adams street. Bell, the 
smaller and the more aggressive of the 
men, was the one who shot at Lind- 
hoff. As he was stepping into the 
patrol wagon Bell threw away his re- 
volver and Lindhoff’s watch, which 
were at once recovered by the police. 

Henry Thursday confessed to the po- 
lice at Soulard Street Station his part 
in the robbery. Bell, who was sent to 
City Hospital suffering from concussion 
of the brain, is said by the police ty 
have served a Workhouse term for 
theft.

Secretary of State Iuaagars tin 
Feform in the U. 8. Con- 
sular Service. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.--Not a Single 
forcigner has been appointed to the 
American consular service abroad since 
Secretary Root assumed office.- 

With the intention of meeting the de- 
mands of the business world for a gen- 


eral improvement of the consular + hes - 
tem as far as he can without wait 
for congressional action, this marks one 
‘of the reforms the Secretary has 
adopted, 

It hapvens that there are a number 
of smail places in the consular service 
abroad, consular ag«ncies in 2 ggg ed 
where the compensation, made = 
fees, is s0 small that it is ga te 43 
induce an American to take the places. 
in such cases reputable business men, 
natives of the places, have been ap- 
pointed consular agents for America 
and as the consular agency was merely 
a side issue, they could afford to hoid 
thes® posts. 

But Sec retary Root feels that it his 
duty to “put none but Americans on 
guard.’ Aside from the fact that a for- 
egner naturally might be expected to 
take less interest than an American in 
the Gevelopment of our. trade abroad, it 
is felt that in time of political. aoe 
where international relations mfght be 
come strained, no such test should be 

laced on the local consular agent ‘o 

is native country as would imposed 
by requiring him to do his ful] duty to 
the country which merely employs him 

So, although a number of vacancies

SHOE SHORTAGE 
HIGHER PRICES 


Statements Drawn From Shoe 
Men by Agitation for 
Free Hides. 


Epeciail io the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—Predictions of a 
serious shortage in shoes and increase in 
prices wcre made by Chicago shoe mer 
chants today while discussing the action 
of representatives of the leather inter- 
ests, who are trying to bring an influ- 
ence to bear in Washington to have the 
duty on South American hides repealed. 

The cause of the shortage is placed at 
the doors of the big packers, aithough 
it is conceded that leather naturally is 
not so plentiful as it once was. One 


wholesale shoe dealer said that the duty 
Placed on leather has netted packing 
interests from $3400 to $4000 daily since 
the tariff law went into effect. 

Others said that it was no. secret that 
since the safety valve of the immense 
hide imports of South America was 
closed the Armours and some other big 
packing men have been forcing tanners 





ito sell their plants to the combine un- 


til it now conttrols more than three- 
fourths of the output of tanneries in the 
entire country. 

An instance was cited of a large tan- 
ner in Pennsylvania who would ‘not sell. 
The packers had so completely cornered 
the hides last July that he was forced 
to seek his hides from them. He wrote 
asking for prices for 1500 hides, and was 
tuld that the houses were 500 carloads 
behind, and could not sell him any.

The second session of the Citizens’ 
Industrial Association held Thursday 
at the Planters Hotel was marked by 
the adoption of resolutions pledging 
support to the United Typothetae of 
America in its fight for an open shop; 
by resolutions approving the attitude of 
the National Association of Stationary 
Engineers in the declaration that ‘this 
association shall at no time be used for 
the furtherance of strikes;’’ by many 
enthusiastic speeches and by a large at-~- 
tendance of delegates. from the four cor- 
ners of the United States. 

The address of the morning was de- 
livered by Herbert Marick, editor of 
“Some 


Broader Aspects of the Lebor. Ques- 


tion.”’ ae 

As a means of illustrating his re- 
marks on what he termed ‘“‘The Indus- 
trial Trinity,’’ Mr. Myrick placed a large 
three-legged stand in front of his audi- 
ence, and, naming the three legs, man- 
agement, labor and capital, discoursed 
on the value of the trinity in the order 
given. “aes 

Management, he stated, was first in 
importance, then labor, then capital, but 
to shorten or lengthen any of the three, 
in disregard of its mates, would be 
equivalent to toppling over the entire 
structure. 

In dealing with his topic in general he 
stated: 

Mutual Concession. x: 

“The association of capital, the or- 
ganization of labor, the co-operative 
idea in management of industries—a 
movement as natural as it is inevita- 
ble. This movement cannot be stopped, 
it ought not to be prevented, but it 
must be controlled and directed in 
the interest of the many rather than 
for the benefit of the few. 

“Again, stockholders take no inter- 
est in the corporations whose shares 
they own, except as dividend pro- 
ducers. Directors are thus encouraged 
to sanction illegal and immoral acts 
by officers and managers s0 long as 
profits result, 

“So, too, the labor union at first may 
be composed in most part of reasonable, 
sensible, self-respecting. law-abiding 
citizens. As long as this majority are 
active in the control and animated by 
prudence and justice, the union com- 
mands the respect of employers and 
public, and gradually does much to bene- 
fit its members. But as the union 
grows in strength, the better element 
becomes less active, agitators force their 
way to the front, and soon the organiza- 
tion is plunged into a demand for some 
unreasonable object. 

“Employer and employed must co-op- 
erate for the best and permanent good. 
Both must concede something, neither 
can ‘hog it all’ and long survive. 

Open Shop Resolutions. 

After Mr. Wyrick had finished his ad- 
dress the resolution pledging support 
to the open shop stand of the United 
Typothetae was offered and adopted. 

Following this the resolution com- 
mending the National Association of 
Stationary Engineers in approving the 
open shop policy was adopted. The res- 
olution sét out that it was the belief 
of the association that it was to labor's 
own advantage and that it would in 
large measure solve the industrial prob- 
lem.

COMPLETE TEXT OF COMMISSION’S REPORT. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Nov. 15, 195.—To the Honorable the Municipal Assembly, 
St. Louis. Mo.: Gentlemen—The municipal Bridge and Terminal Commission 
appointed by the Mayor, under the direction and authority given) him by ordi- 
nance No. 22026 of your honorable body, respectfully submits the following 
preliminary report: 

Section 2 of said ordinance, definin g the duties of said commission, reads 


as follows: 

‘Section 2: The duty of said Municipal Bridge and Terminals Commission 
shall be: (1) To investigate and determine the nature and extent of the hind- 
rances to the commerce of St. Louis, whether as regards delay or inconven- 
fence in the handling of freight, or disadvantageous charges or methods of ship- 
ping or billing of freight, or in any other regard. (2) After the commission shall 
have determined what hindrances and disadvantages to St. Louis commerce do 
in fact exist, then the commission shall further determine what must be done 
to correct said existing hindrances to the commerce of St. Louis. The commis- 
sion shall determine and announce what portion of the necessary remedia! ac- 
tion shall be undertaken by the City of St. Louis as 4 municipality, and what 
portion by the citizens thereof, or by associations of citizens, to the end that al! 
the people of St. Louis may know the facts as they exist: and, being convinced 
as to the best way to remedy the situation, may all unite their eftorts to ac- 
complish practical relief. (3) The commission shall further prepare and cause to 
be introduced into the Municipal Assembly such ordinances as may be neces- 
sary to enable the City of St. Louls to do its part toward the correction of 
existing hindrances to the commerce of the city, so far aS may seem to the 
commission to be 1ight and proper for the municipality to undertake, such as 
constructing, acquiring, operating or controlling bridges, trackage, transfer boats 
or other transportation facilities. 


WILL CONSIDER INCREASED TERMINAL NEXT. 


A careful reading of this section of the ordinance discloses the far-reaching 
character of the investigation expected of and required by your honorable body 
at the hands of the commission. 

After a close study of the whole situation, in a general way, the problem 
seemed to divide itself into two important branches, namely: (1). That relating 
to the question of rates and charges and methods of billing of all Kinds, wheth- 
er they were fair ov unfair, and whether they were impartially made to all our 
citizens alike without discrimination of any kind in favor of any individual 
or set of individuals, and (2) The question of facilities for properly and expe- 
ditiously handling the commerce of this city: whether the railroads were giv- 
ing as good service as they might under existing conditions, or, if the limit 
of their capacity for furnishing that service, which merchants and manufactur- 
ers have a right to expect, had been. reached, then what remedy should be ap- 


plied. 

Your commission, in beginning its Work, believed it unwise to attempt a 
solution of both branches of the problem at the-same time; that is, the ques- 
tion of rates, methods of biiling and termiual charges, and the quéstion of im- 
proved facilitics for handling freight In this city. Such a course’ Would most 
naiural'y have involved some kind of a bargair, a pussible deniand for inore 
concessions from the city for every One granted by the railroads, and your 
commission determined that, first of all, absolute justice should be obtained fur 
St. Louis in the matter of rates, method of billing: terminal charges, bridge 
+ nage without any entangling “‘ifs’’ or promises whatsvever on the part of 
the city. 

Early in the summer negotiations Were begun, but many unavoidable delays 
were encountered which taxed the patience of the commission, as weil as of 
all] our citizens. With few exceptions, those railway officials residiing in this 
city did not possess ‘the necessary authority to decide questions of such im- 

rtance as the one placed before them by your cominission. Any action taken 

y a few would not be recognized by the others. 


| COMMISSION’S LETTER TO THE RAILROADS. 


After many conferenccs it Was fvund that tnis maiter rested wholly in the 
hands of the ast side trunk lines, and that the 1e;minul Rauwioad Associ.tion, 
of itself, had no authority to act. ‘he tiast Siae trunk anes appuinted a Special 
coniitiee, With fuil auiuority Lo act, represeniing all the lines in interest, and 
this cummiuttee heiu a meevuing With your commission, at-wh.icn a statement was 
piesenteu which embodies the railroad rate grievance of the city of St. Louis, 
fam.liariy Known as the bridge aroiuracy, aad tirmly demanucd the abo.iuon 
of ail discriiniaating charges. ithe dvcument presented by your commission to 
the rauruvud conhimiitee wus as fo lows: ‘ 

Lhe chy of >t. Lwuis has for many years been struggling to free itself from 
what is known as the bridge arbitrary. — 

The situation as it eaisig today, and has existed for many years, is, that 
instead of acyu.ring independent and .dequate term.nal facilities wichin the lim- 
its of this city, as is done by the rail.ouds in nearly every other great center, 
and often at enormuus cost, several railroads centering in St. Louis formed or 
became parties to a corporation known as the Terminal Railroad Associa.ion of 
St Louis, which has acquired or consirucied the present existing term.nals, 
which terminalis by virtue of the extensive tranchises under which they exist 
are certain to be used py all railroaus entering the city. These terminals are 
used and operated in the joint interest of the proprietary lines. 

in other ciues, where a single road, even when it is unassisted by the joint 
operation of other lines, is coinpelled to acquire terminals ata vast outlay; the 
cost of that investment is regarded as be ng as much a part of the main system 
as would be an extensive tunnel or a br.dge midway between stations. 

The more economical meihod adopted in St. Louis, if fairly used, would re- 
sult not only in giving increased faclilties and economy to the railroads, but to 
the shippers. 

Instead of producing that result through the absorption of these local 
charges in their general traffic, the transportation companies have fixed a rate 
to Kast St. Louls and compelied the bus.ness interests of this city to pay the 
cost and operating expenses of these terminals through this bridge arbitrary. 











To make the burden more onerous to St. Louis shippers, the oridge ciarge 
is not imposed direcUy upon any shipper or receiver of freight outside the Iimiis 
of St. Louis, where such merchandise passes through the terminals. Grow.ng | 
out of this arrangement, and through the many complications and adjustmen.s | 
of through rates, the railroads on the west side of the river, on all business 

ssing through St. Louis, absorb this arbitrary charge and it is not paid by 
he consignee. : 

The result of this practice has been to create on the east side of the river 
a difference very greatly in its favor, as compared with that of any suburb or 
Siniilar.:y situated point in | other city im this country, the diiterence 
amounting to, say, on general merchandise, 4c per hundredweight (that being 
the cost of crossing the river both ways), and this advantage being over the 
city of St. Louis. At the same time, East St. Louis is given all the distribut- 
ing facilities created by the city of St. Louis on the west side of the river, 
without any bridge expense whatever, the west side roads assuming the cost 
or transfer in car loads (and less than car loads through the St. Louis 
Transfer Co.) from East St. Louis to points west of St. Louls. In which- 
ever direction the freight may go from St. Louis is given the advantage of 
the bridge charges. 

The result of this policy has been to stimulate the growth of East St. 
Louis at the expense of this city, to such an extent that it has greatiy crip- 
pled this city’s development, and especially along manufacturing lines, until 
the situatiun has approached a climax. The eariy development of East St. 
Louls was handicapped by lack of labor and municipal facilities sucn as an 
aueuate fire department, etc. Its growth, under the fostering influence of 
railroads, has largely overcome these disadvantages, so that today the ques- 
tion for the city of St. Louis has become one of intense cuncern. 


NO JUSTIFICATION FOR DISCRIMINATIVE POLICY. 


While there have been many explanations concerning the necessity of 
this policy, which are more or less specious in their nature, no satisiactory 
argument has yet been advanced to justify this so-called bridge arbitrary. ‘iv 
the contrary, it is generally understood that the raiiroads in interest realize 
that the condition is unusual and therefore unnatural. It is said, however, 
that, growing out of this condition, which was originaliy created by them. is 
a system of through tariffs to various competitive points in the West, North- 
west and Southwest, which mention East St. Louis as a basing point, and that 
the absorption by the East Side roads of this arbitrary charge wouid pro- 
duce complications which must be adjusted in advance before they can be 
put into effect. 

It is belleved by many shippers that there is no more reason why this 
should affect the basing rates than if the language used in framing the West- 
ern road agreement had mentioned Fiftieth street or One Hundredtn street 
in Cnicago as the basing point, rather than Chicago proper. The question 
is whether or not the hast Side roads shall absorb the 2 cents per hunured- 
weight charge on merchandise on business entering this city or the roads 
recognize the trackage between East St. Louis and St. Louis as joint property, 
as is often done in other terminals, Or on many miles of track which are 
used jointly by more than one road, many instances of which might be cited. 
This, on the theory that the Zc per hundredweight charge on shipments from 
St. Louis to Indiana and IllMnois points would also be disposed of. We do not 
see how this would affect the freight-rate agreement in any section of the 
ecuntry, so long as the rates from St. Louis to such sections of the coun- 
try remain as they now are. 

In any event, while this readjustm*m (if, in fact. any is required) 

might affect some St. Louis west-bound freight, it can hardly affect the vast 
mass of business, nor would the present conditions ever satisfy the people 
of St. Luuis, who have seen some of the largest manufacturing plants on 
this side of the river wrecked and located elsewhere, and who are daily con- 
fronted by the objections resented oy those manufacturers who are seek- 
gy new location and who, under favorable conditions, might be brought 
to St. Louls. 
Admitting, what is doubtless true, that the pian of the terminals as 
buijit, with a reasonable promptness in transfer from East St. Louis, might 
be made equal to any in the United States, nevertheless, the present condi- 
tion is re_ellant to newcomers, and has become notorious ethroughout the 
United States as a condition adverse to the prosperity of St. Louis. 


TOTAL ABOLITION IS THE ONLY SOLUTION. 


The statement that the city In Illinois has certain transportation ad- 
vantages which we have not, and has practically al) of our transportation 
advan.ages without expense to them, is unanswerable. These are the gener- 
aily admitted facts. If, as it is stated, the railroad managers themselves 
recognize the value of public sentiment. and aesire to enter into the favor-

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OFFER MADE BY THE TERMINAL RAILROADS. 


The municipal bridge and terminals commission of St. Louis having made 
formal request upon the railways reaching East St. Louis for an adjustment 
of St. Louis rates to and from Eastern territory, the traffic officers of the 
tollowing compun.es: Baitimore & Ohio Southwestern Railroad, Chicago & 
Alton Railway, Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago & St. Louis Railway, Chicago 
& Eastern Llinois Rathroad, Iliinois Central Railroad, Southern Railway, To- 
edo, St. Lou.s & Western Railroad, Vandalia Railroad and Wabash Railroad, 
acting as a committee representing interested lines, has, in pursvfance of con- 
ferences with the commission, agreed to the following adjustment:

REDUCTION IN WAGON AND FERRY CHARGES. 


It was also agreed by the Railroad Committee that the bridge charges and 
ferry charges for teaming across the river would be reduced proportionate ly 
with» the reduction in rates made herein by the rai.roads, ard that the tariff via 
St. Louis or other transfer companies, when used by connecting lines to and 
froni St. Louis depots, shall always be the same as the rates over the rails be- 
tween the same depots.

The rate on bituminous coal shipped within the 100-mile radius mentioned 
of St. Louis has been left out of the above statement, for readjustment with 
the other railroads most interested, and will later have the careful considera- 
tion of your commission. We are assured that substantial reductions in this 
commodity will be granted. 


SERIOUS CONGESTION WOULD FOLLOW ABOLITION. 


That there is a strong demand for the complete abolition of the so-called 
bridge arbitrary, and that behind that demand is a large amount of intelligent 
thought, no railway traffic man has denied; on the other hand, among those 
demanding abolition of the bridge arbitrary are many people who do not know 
the merits of the case and the far-reaching results which would ensue from 
hasty and ill-considered action. 

The first thought which arises in the mind of one who has not had an op- 
portunity to investigate is, ‘‘this is simply a question of reducing rates by the 
amount of the bridge to’l, the railroads giving up so much money,’ but the 
question is by no means so simple, as it involves far-reaching complications, 
viz: 

1. A complete abolition of the tol] at once would result in a congestion of 
business on the &t. Louls side which would paralyze traffic. 

Regardicss of what is right in the abstract or in theory, we have been con- 
vinced that rates which have been so iong in effect cannut be reduced radi- 
cally without a disturbance that wouid threaten nul.ificetion of the action tak- 
en; the relative adjustment has assumed a degree of permanency, and rates to 
and trom Chicago, all points on Mississippi and Ohio Rivers, etc., bear certain 
selations to St. Louis rates, so that too radicul a change in St. Louis rates 
would probably result in reductions from other potnis that would nullify the ar- 
bitration and precipitate a disturbance in rates that would affect disastrously 
St. Louis interests. 

Your commission is satisfied, ana unanimous in the opinion that the rail- 
way, managers cuuld not entirely relinquish all of the arbitrary at this time 
for the reasons out ined. We are, however, assurcd that witn the small portion 
of it remaining, and which, be it noted, is to be hereafter absorbed in the through 
rates, they can justify their action to any city or section which may be disposed 
to question its fairness to them, and that, through their unanimous action in 
making this settlement for St. Louis, they can successfully defend us against 
any attenipt at a general readjustment of rates in favor of other cities, and to 
our detriment. 


NEW RATE SHEETS THROUGH TO ST. LOUIS. 


We invite the attention of your honorable body to a careful analysis of the 
new pian which the railways are to put into effect at the earliest possible date; 
that is, af svon as. the necessary rate sheets car be prepared, showing through 
rates to and from Sst. Louis from a1 points of the United States, and which 
in their cost and distribution means an expense to the railways of nearly a 
aap - a million of dollars. It will require about six weeks to-put this plan 
nto effect. 


This plan of the railway people practically abolishes the arbitrary except as 
between the railroads themselves, because the small portion remaining wiil be 
included In the through rates to and from this city from all points. 

The two classes on which the old charge actually remains, even though in- 
cluded in the through rates, is made up for the mosx part of high-priced goods, 
many of which are not handled in car .oads, on which there is not, and prob- 
ably never will be, any competition with East St. Louis, and on which we now 
enjoy the greatest diiferentials against cities where actual competition exists. 

On ull other classes the reduction is very marked and important, because of 
the vast amvunt of car load shipments involved und on which the actual charge 
remaining dces not eyual the switching churge impused in practically every oth- 
er great railroad center. 

The terminal plan here has by no means produced evil results only, but fur- 
nishes 1o the city a system of tracks for distrivution of traffic to industries far 
exceeding in extent any similar system in any other city. The through Dill 
of lading to and from St. Louis is by far the most valuable concession. li puts 
St. Louis qn the railroad map, and, more than all, it continues the responsibil- 
ity of the railroad companies for the safety of our merchandise until it is ae- 
tually under the protection of our own tire and police departments, instead of, 
as now, leaving it in another State, where, in cases of loss caused by fire or 
riot, recovery of damages by the St. Louis owner would be absolutely impossi-

OFFER TO LEASE BRIDGE ROADWAY TO CITY. 


The attention of your conimission Will at once be directed to the second (or 
facilities) portion of the problem to which your honorable body has intrusted 
them, and for this purpose tesiimony Will be solicited from ail citizens who can 
throw any light on the subject of delays and traffic, and all the new fuac.lities 
which will be necessary to make it possible for al the railways to give St. 
Louis the best possible service. 

‘Under this head will come the consideration of the necessity of additional 
bridges. Your coramission has taken no part in the discussicn of the free bridge 
question and has expressed no opinion on this subject for obvious reasons. We 
will say, however, that if in the exam!nation of the physical side of this prob- 
lem it seems necessary for the city to have additional bridge facilities, we shall 
not hesitate to recommend such legis ation to your honorable body. 

“AS &@ matter of information to your honorable body we have in our pos- 
session the following letter, which we cite without any suggestions at this time: 

““Perininal bailroad Association of St. Louis, Office of the President, St. 
Louis, Nov. 11, 19%5.—Hon. Rolla Wells, Chairman, Municipal Bridge and Ter- 
minal Commission, St. Louis, Mo., Dear Sir: As pres.dent and gerera!l man- 
ager of the Terminal Railroad Associa.ion of St. Louis, I will recommend to the 
Board of Directors of that company leasing to the city of St. Louis the upper 
roadway of the Eads bridge, upon fair and reasonable terms. Yours truly,

“From evidence now before us it seems that the greatest present need to 
gain better service, is better and mor extensive terminal facilities on the west 
side of the river, as any road now having its terminale on the east side, under 
the new rate conditions must of necessity have extensive terminals on this side.

We have the acknowledgment, therefore, from a 
railroad authority not only that there has been a 
bridge arbitrary which can be reduced, but that its 
reduction will mean a tremendous accession of 
husiness. St. Louis has then been greatly hampered 
so far as the expansion of her trade is concerned 
by the bridge tolls, and the railroads are really 
afraid to take off the tolls for fear they will have 
more husiness than they ean attend to with present 
facilities. 

For the present, we understand, on account of this 

reat accéssion of business, the arbitraries must be 
eetained on certain commodities and must be kept 
qhite large on other than carload lots and within 
the territory embraced in a radius of 100 miles 
of St. Louis. The greatest injustice is found in the 
arbitraries on small shipments and nearby terri- 
tory, so that it is needless to say that this condi- 
tion will not be satisfactory to St. Louis. 

On the strength of a concession of an average of 
oO per cent, we learn from the commission's 
réport that the Terminal Railway Association 
will want additional franchises for addition- 
al facilities, in order to handle the increase 
of business in St. Louis, May we not ask how 
great an increase of facilities; 50 per cen®¥ of what 
is really needed to equalize the privilege with the 
concession?

BRITISH JACKIES 
RESCUE SEVEN 


Yachting Party Thrown Into 
Hudson River Saved by 
Sailors of Essex. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—Seven persons 
were rescued from the Hudson River by 
the sailors of the cruiser Essex of 
the British squadron yesterday. 

The yachting party was composed of 
Clarence B. Harrison, a lawyer, his wife 


and three children; Mr. Harrison’s two 
sisters, Katherine and Gertrude, and 
three men, business associates of Mr. 
Harrison. 
The party started to visit the war- 
ships and when near them Capt. Rain- 
er tried to bring his boat off the wind 
and in doing so the little craft jibbed 








and almost capsized. 


As the big boom 
hae about, it struck and knocked 
all of the party except the Captain 
and two men into the water. 

Lying in the lee of the Essex, a short 
distance off, was one of its steam 
launches. Half a dozen blue jackets 
saw the plight of the Harrison family 
and sprang into the launch and had it 
under way in a few seconds. 

When rescue was almost at hand. Mrs. 
Harrison and two of her children sank. 
Two of the British blue jackets plunged 
into the river and with a few strokes 
reached them. They supported Mrs. 
Harrison and her children until help 
camé and they were taken aboard the 
launch. Others of the party were res- 
| eed without difficulty. 

The sailors refused to give their 
names and started immediately for their 
ship after making the rescue.
